ASHINGTON,. April 7.—Senator 
Depew of New York appeared 

: today before the special House 

committee investigating charges. in 

connection with the Danish West In- 
dies negotiations. His statement was 
brief. He expressed astonishment at 
having seen his name in the Christmas 
report. He did not know Christmas, 
and never had seen him, as far as he 
was aware, although he met thousands 
of people, and could not say just who 
he had seen. But as to this Danish 
island question, he never had a dis- 
cussion with anyone on the subject. 
C. W. Knox of Gleneld, Md. whose 
name was mentioned in.the Christmas 
report, told of meeting Christmas, 
whom he considered a cultivated man 
who had become entangled with sharp- 
ers. The witness said he consented 
to assist Christmas, and a contract 
was submitted to the committee. by 
the terms of which Knox was to assist 
in @ proper manner in britiging about 
the transfer. Knox to receive $15,000 
in case of sale and $350 per month.

In response to questions from mem- 
bers of the committee, Knox specifi- 
cally denied that he had introduced 
Christmas to W. J. Bryan, or that he 
had claimed to Christmas that he was 
an intimate friend of Senator Hanna. 
Senator Bacon of Georgia told of two 
casual conversations with Christmas. 
As to the latter's statement that Bacon 
took great interest in the purchase of 
the Danish islands, the Senator de- 
clared it was absolutely untrue, as he 
did not believe in the acquisition of 
the islands, and considered it unfor- 
tunate that the United States was in 
a position where it seemed necessary 
to take them. 

Chairman Dalzell presented the fol- 
lowing letter from Secretary Hay on 
the subject:

In a letter to Minister Brun of Den- 
mark, inclosed, Secretary Hay refers 
to the signing of the convention of ces- 
sion and adds: “The government of 
the United Stetes is in no manner un- 
der obligation to the good offices of 
private parties in reaching the agree- 
ment now happily brought about be- 
tween the United States and Denmark, 
and cannot admit for its own part or 
support in any way any such claim 
against .Denmark for commission, com- 
pensation or restitution of whatever 
nature which might be made by pri- 
vate for alleged services in 
connection with the concession of the 
islands in question to the United 
States.” 

A letter from Minister Brun stated 
that “Capt. Christmas had no author- 
ization whatever to enter into negotia- 
tions In the name of the Danish gov- 
ernment, nor to make any promises in 
the name of the government in connec- 


tion therewith.” 
Mr. Brun also says he gave Capt. 
Christmas no authority or introduc- 


tions, but refused his requests in this 
connection. 

Representative Richardson said he 
thought that Mr. Hay should come be- 
fore the committe@ and should produce 
any letters he had in connection with 
Christmas going to Copenhagen. 
Chairman Dalzell stated that Secre- 
tary Hay was ready to appear at any 
time that his presence was desired. 
The chairman rather emphatically dis- 
sented from Mr. Richardson's sugges- 
tion that, as the Secretary “had 
used” this man, there should be a 
more detailed explanation of any com- 
munications sent to him. No arrange- 
ments were made for Secretary Hay 
appearing. but it was un that 
he would be heard later.

This here- 
tofore has been the real weakness of 
many financial measures. They in- 
cluded too many things, and thereby 
invited oppositicn. While one part of 
the bill might appeal to a Congress- 
man’s favorable consideration, an- 
other would receive his opposition, and 
this would result in defeat. In the 
present case, however, the committee 
has almost unanimously agreed upon 
a bill that is satisfactory to Republi- 
can members, and they hold that each 
provision buttresses the other. 

The bill, it is expected, will be given 
consideration at the Republican caucus 
and be adopted as a party measure. 
Then, if it passes the House, the Re- 
publicans will have one issue for the 
Congressional campaign this fall. The 
chances are against the bill passing 
the Senate this session. By going 
through the House this session it will 
be in position for favorable considera- 
tion in the Senate at the next session. 
The trouble is that in the Senate 
more weighty questions are pressing for 
settlement, and a bill of the im- 
portance that is agreed upon by the 
House committee would be debated at 
great length in the Senate, and more 
time be spent than the Senate leaders 
now see their way clear to give.

the military administration in that 
province, and against the conduct of 
the army generally in its relations to 
the civil government.” 

Senator Culberson quoted this para- 
graph, and added that it was evident 
that this report had reflected on the 
military administration of the Philip- 
pines, and he moved that the chairman 
of the committee be requested to pro- 
cure and present this report. He un- 
derstood the report had been withheld 
for the purpose of procuring a state- 
ment to be presented with it calculated 
to parry it, but he thought the report 
should be presented now, and if there 
were countervailing testimony it could 
be received later. He took occasion to 
object to what he characterized as the 
effort of the Seretary of War to direct 
and control the proceedings of a com- 
mittee of the Senate. 

Senator Lodge replied that he had 


been withheld until he had read the 
statement quoted, and he had _ then 
learned that it had been referred to 
Gen. Chaffee in order to secure his 
comments,upon it. Undoubtedly, he 
said, the Secretary had thought that 
the charges against army officers 
should not be sent out without an ex- 
planation of each. 

Senators Rawlins and Patterson in- 
dorsed the position of Senator Culber- 
son. Mr. Rawlins said that if the in- 
vestigation was to be more than a mere 
farce the report should be called for. 
He also stated that the Civil Governor 
of Tayabas had been a major in the 
United States y. and he said the 
press dispatches indicated that he and 
other civil officers of the province had 
been placed under arrest last Friday, 
“doubtiess,” he added, “Deraues of the 
character of the reports.” 

_ Mr. Carmack of Tespakines expressed 
the opinion that the Secretary of War 
had come into possession of informa- 
tion that did not suit his views, and is 
trying to suppress it until Ne can “‘cook 
up something to break the force of it.”

But today’s work was a pretty s 
victory for California membere of t 
House, who had been fighting for the 
most rigid pozsible cxclusion during 
the entire session, end who, in the 
House bill, got absolutely everything 
they want. In the fight upon the floor 
of the House today, every member from 
California was on hand every mo- 
ment, except McLachlan, who was 
busy elsewhere a good deal of 
the time. As on previous days, 
Mr. Kahn led all the fighting that 
was done. While this victory was pro- 
ceeding in the House, there were dif- 
ferent doings on the Scnate side of the 
Capitol, where Senator Cullom, chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, stated in an interview his 
views, bitterly attacking some fea- 
tunes of the exclusion bill. 

Mr. Cullom aseerted that the bill vio- 
lates all treaties with China, and should 
not be passed. Such a plain assertion 
from the head of the committee whith 
has charge of the treaties for the Sen- 
ate is considered a severe biow for thé 
bill, and its probable effect wes much 
discussed at the Capitol. Mr. Cullom 
sald the propcsed, bill would not only 
violate the treaty now in force, but 
would be even more a violation of the 
treaty superseded by the present con- 
vention, and which, he stated, will be 
in ferce again when the present con- 
‘vention expires by limitation in 1904, 
Mr. Cullom said that the excepted 
classes under the present bill, students 
and merchants, are so hedged around 
with restrictions that practically no 
Chinamen will be able to avall them- 
selves of the exception. He expressed 
himself ac favorable to the plan pro- 
posed by Senator Platt of Connecticut, 
which is that the Geary law be fr- 
enacted, <o continue in force until 1964, 
when the prerent treaty with China ex- 
pires. He said that meanwhile the 
State Department should make every 
effort to secure a new treaty, allowing 
as much restriction of Chinese immi- 
eration as desirable.

WAR REVENUE REPEAL. 

IBY THB NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—Mr. Al- 
drich of Rhode Island presented the 
conference report on the bill to repeal 
the war revenue taxes. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas urged that the 
Senate amendment taxing bucket shops 
should have been insisted upon. 

Mr. Petius of Alabama opposed the 
removal of the tax. 

Mr. Berry of Arkansas maintained 
that to remove the tax on bucket shops 
and jeave it on other tranractions was 
utterly unjust. Bucket shops, he de- 
clared, were gambling establishments 
of the worst character, and he consid- 
ered the proposition to remove the tax 
upon bucket shops as bad legislation. 
Mr. Aldrich explained that the con- 
tention of those who insisted upon the 
removal of the bucket-shop tax was 
that the effect of the Senate pro- 
vision would be to remove “the tax 
upon transactions in big exchanges and 
to tax the transactions of small k- 
ers. This, he maintained, would be in 
the nature of discrimination. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia maintained 
that, as the tax upon bucket shops was 
a proper source of revenue, and the tax 
manifestly wae properly laid, it ought 
to be continued. In answer to an in- 
quiry by Mr. Lodge, Mr. Allison, one 
of the conferees, said the Senate would 
have to agree to the report, or perhaps 
lose the bill. 

Mr. Allison explained that the House 
conferees maintained that the Senate 
tax on bucket shops was prohibitive, 
and in effect struck down a business 
that was as Pegitimate as were trans- 
actions on the Board of Trade. Per- 
sonally he was in favor of the retention 
of the tax upon bucket shops, but he 
was satisfied, in view of the: position 
of the House conferees, that the tax 
could not be retained. | 

Mr. Bacon maintained that the law 
applied to both boards of trade and 
bucket shops, except that, as to the 
Jatter, it applied to both legal and jl- 
fegal contracts. 

' Mr. Spooner said he was in favor of 
the retention of the tax on bucket 
shops, which he considered a most in- 
sidious and destructive form of gam- 
bling. The tax was, in his opinion, 
wholesome and well justified, but when 
he was informed by the Senate con- 
ferees that the House was irrevocably 
opposed to the retention of the tax, he 
was not willing to jeopardize the bill,’ 
which generally reduced taxes by in- 
sisting on his views. The conference 
wen was finally agreed ¢0, by 36 
to ‘

BANDONED THEIR SHIP 
BURNING AT SEA. 


THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF CREW 
OF THE FRANKINSTAN, 


-—— — 


Fire Raged Beneath Their Feet for 
Three Days While the Captain Did 
His Best to Reack Some Port— 
Schooner Comes to Rescue. 


NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M.} 
A FRANCISCO, April 7.—The 
British ship Frankinstan, laden with 
coal from Newcastle, .N.S.W., and 
bound for this city, was abandoned at 
sea on April 3, her cargo having been 
on fire for three days, and the vessel 
being in imminent danger of destruc- 
tion. Capt. Atkinson of the burning 
ship, his wife and the crew of twenty. 
six men were rescued by the schooner 
H. C. Wright and reached this .port 
tonight. - 

The Frankinstan sailed from New- 
castle for San Francisco on December 
12 last with 3652 tons of coal from the 
Northern Extended collieries. She was 
consigned to J. J. Moore & Co. of this 
city, and ship and cargo were worth in 
the neighborhood of $200,000, Covered by 
insurance. 

Capt. Atkinson of the Frankinstan 
gives the following account of the dis- 
aster which befell his ship: 

“We left Newcastlé on December 12 
and met with’ no mishap for over three 
months. On April 1, when we were 
in latitude 38129 north, longitude 132.41 
west, the odor of gas was noticed com- 
ing up the ventilators, and a few hours 
later smoke began to ascend from the 
‘hatches. A steel rod was driven down, 
and great heat was discovered urder 
the fore hatch. Evidently the coal had 
become ignited hg @pentaneous combus- 
tion. The hatches were at once bat- 
tened down, the ‘forward ventilators 
seamed, the after ones being teft ope 
for the escape of the cas. .The ad 
was b almost a gale, but we 
drove the ship hard all that night. Our 


} decks were constantly swept by seas, 


but I hoped to reach tome port before 
it was tco late for the safety of the 
lives on board. On the next day, April 
2. the smoke arising from the hold in- 
creased in volume, but the vessel kept 
on under full pressure of sail. 
“Shortly after € o'clock on the morn- 
ing of April 3 the pent-up gases in the 
ship's interior exploded with a noise 
wh alarmed all on board. We 
thought the ship was doomed, and pre- 
pared to launch the lifeboats. Soon it 
was seen that though the vessel stil! 
floated, the fore... main and after 
hatches were brown off. and from the 
| hold flames were darting above the 


5) deck. The free use of water seemed to 


subdue the fire, and the hatches were 
again battened down, but only to be 
again blown up by a second explosion. 

“An flour or so later, or about 7:39 
a.m., another explosion shook the ship 
from bowsprit to stern, and the threat- 
ening flames rushed in sheets as hich 
as the foot of the topsall yard. We 
then abandoned hope and could only 
pray for deliverance. Then. as though 
guided hy Providence, the sugar 
schooner H. C. Wright hove in sight. 
Capt. Wilson of the echooner saw our 
plight and promised to stand by and 
render all the aid he could. After con- 
suiting with him it was decided to 
abandon the Frankinstan for the sake of 
Saving precious lives. The ship was 
doomed, as all could see. and in a few 
hours would be a charred miass of wood 
upon the sea. we were forced to 
leave her, as we did, in latitude 38.96 
north, longitude 127.5 west. All hands 
were taken on board the Wright. and 
though our quarters were necessarily 
cramped, we were treated with the 
greatest kindners. reaching San Fran- 
cisco in excellent health.” 

Capt. Wilson of the schooner H.C. 
Wright. in his story of the rescue, ioes 
not differ in detail from the story of 
Capt. Atkinson. He said that the wife 
of the captain of the wrecked vessel 
behaved with great bravery. : 

The crew of the Frankistan w 
taken to the Sallors’ Home. and they 
will appear tomorrow before the British 
Consul to make their statements. They 
will be paid off and released from their 
contracts entered into at the time they 
signed articles for the round trip 
from Newcastle. 

The Frankiatan was an iron ship of 
2000 tons’ burden, She was built in 
1882 by Oswald Mordaunt & Co., of 
Southampton. She was 270.2 feet long, 
39.5 feet beam. and 24.1 depth of hold. 
She was owned In Liverpool’ by the 
British and Eastern Shipping Com- 
pany, Limited. She was on the over. 
due list at 10 per cent. reinsurance.

SMELTING WITH CRUDE OIL. 
An experiment in metallurgy is about 
to be tried near the city of Prescott 
on a large scale. The George A. Tread- 
well Company is to erect a 109-ton oll- 
burning emeiter on the Mountain Que*n 
group, an extension of the Boggs mine. 
The smelter is the invention of M. P. 
Boss of San Francisco, who will erect 
it and will have charge of the plant. 
The machinery has been ordered from

1. The furnace is of a different type 
from the regular water-jack smelter. 
It is nearly horizontal and is arranged

committed suicide some time Sunday 
night by throwing herself into a large 
tank of crude oll used as fuel at a 
pumping plant of a neighbor, and her 
body was found floating in the tank 
yesterday morning. The deceased was 
the widow of C. F. Schweitzer, for 
nearly twenty years foreman of 
“Lucky” Baldwin's winery, who died 
two years ago. She had resided on 
the Santa Anita ranch for many years, 
and had raised a family there. 

For several months members of the 
family and intimate friends had noticed 
that Mrs. Schweitzer was 
queerly, but until Friday night no 
one thought that she would carry out 
her oft-repeated threat of suicide. On 
that night she procured a large quan- 
tity of morphine and took all of it. 
The dose was so large that it made 
her very sick, and after several hours’ 
work a physician pronounced her out 
of danger. She then sald she would 
not again attempt to take her life, and 
therefore was not watched. Yester- 
day morning she was missed, and a 
search was made for her. After sev- 
eral hours the body Was found in the 
tank of oil. 

It is believed’ that Mrs. Schweitzer 
had been mentally unbalanced for 
months, that condition being due to 
many troubles which she had _ expe- 
rienced since the death. of her  hus- 
band. Five years ago her twenty- 
year-old son committed suicide by 
shooting himself through the head, and 
this bereavement ultimately caused the 
death of the young . man’s father. 
Since her husband’s death, Mrs. 
Schweitzer had struggled hard to main- 
tain her remaining son and two daugh- 
ters. She cultivated an orchard her- 
self. and with the proceeds managed 
to earn an income sufficient for the 
support of her children. .

Henceforth it is expected that bids 
for city printing will be based on a 
sworn affidavit of the paid circulation 
of the medium seeking the advertising 
contract. Such was the purport of the 
decision made by the Supply Commit- 
tee and approved by the Council yes- 
terday. Instead of placing a paper 
with an average net daily circulation 


of 30,000 copies in the same class. with’ 
a paper that issues only 1000 to 2000 
copies, .he Council has adopted specifi-. 


cations that require the rate per inch 
to be made on a basis of circulation. 
e Council reserves the right to com- 
te the flat rate and award the con- 
tract to the lowest bidder on that basis 
if it so desires.

OUNG MAN KILLED 
BEATING HIS WAY. 
RUN OVER BY SANTA FE TRAIN 
| AT MONROVIA. 


James Hock of Akron, 0., Caught by 
Wheels and Mangled While Eluding 
Trainmen—Little Known About the 
Dead by His Confpdnion. 


MONROVIA, April 7.—While beating 
his way on the Santa Fé overland, 
Sunday night, a young man named 
James Hock was run over and killed 
at the Monrovia depot. A companion 
says they were in Los Angeles, and 
wanted to reach Arizona, where work 
was awaiting them, and not having 
money to pay their full fare, they de- 
cided to board the overiand at Pasa- 
dena and ride on the biind baggage.
